excess of the value of the interned 
German ships now in possession of 
the United States. 


Shipping board official* said they 


believed the possibility of the pay- 
ment of a largo excess was implied 
by a section of the agreement, but 
they would not commit themselves 
definitely to this 
opinion 
before 


making a careful study of th« lan- 
g-uape. 
The question involved is 


whether the United States.will be 
compensated for ship losses on the 
basis of a percentage of all .the Ger- 
man ships seized by the allies, or 
whether on the valuation of Amer- 
ican tonnage destroyed 
by Ger- 


many. In the first case a large sum 
would 'have to be paid by this coun- 
try. In the second case, it is prob- 
able that nothing would have to 'be 
turned in to the reparation 'commis- 
sion. 


Denies Pact With Britain. 


The a-greement was made public 


by the president and was attached 
to a denial which he mode'that _he 
had entered into any compact with 
British officials over the disposition 
of the German 
liners 
which the 


shipping 'board has desired to sell. 
The denial was sent to the senate 
by the president in reply to a reso- 
lution .if inquiry introduced by Sen- 
ator Brand«gee of Connecticut; re- 
publican, and passed 'by the senate. 


The idea that the United States 


would have to turn over to the re- 
parations commission some $30,000,- 
000 was baaed upon a construction

agreement: 


"As the ships and boats so to be 


retained will, in the* case of Brazil; 
China, Siam and the United States,

state to the reparatio;

losses of merchant ships." 


Won't Affect Sale. 


Chairman Payne of the shipping

to all the people, in direct and prac-

adopted, tat rather that these have 
been framed upon wrong principles 
and baseless assumptions. 


"It is an error to assume tnao the 


issues involved are purely economic. 
They are, at 'bottom, moral and re- 
igjous. Their settlement calls _for 
.1 clear perception of the obligations 
which justice and charity impose. 


"In urging their respective claims, 


the parties, apparently, 
disregard 


the fact that the .people as a whole 
-ave a prior claim. The first step, 
therefore, toSvard 
correcting 
the 


evil is to-insist' that the rights of 
the community shall prevail, that >aw 
and ordsr shall be preserved and 
thsft the public shall not be made to 
su'ffer while the contention goes on 
from one mistake to another. 


The failure to reach an 
agree- 


ment is due, in large measure, to the 
supposition that class is 
naturally 


hostile" to class. In truth, 
each 


needs the other. Capital cannot do 
without Labor, nor Labor without 
Capital. 
This is obvious*; but the 


more important point is that Capital 
and Labor are bound by mutu»l obli- 
gations, not simply by mutual needs 
c,r interests.
